THE HAGUE, March 23.—At a meet- 
ing in Amsterdam, held under the au- 
spices of the Sailors’ Union, the crews 
of half a dozen ocean-going steamships 
due to sail today, resolved by an over- 
whelming majority not to join their 
ships until more definite arrangements 
had been reached with the Government 
for the safety of the vessels. This de- 
cision affected also the Holland-America 
line, whose steamship Nieuw Amsterdam 
18 scheduled to sail tonight.

She anti 
Waite met is, Grand Rapids, where both 
were born. They moved in different 
social spheres, however, and were not 
brceught together until Waite returned 
two years ago from a sojourn of sev: 
eral years abroad as a student. Mrs. 
Waite is now with her brother, Percy 
Peck, of Grand Rapids, half heir to the 
fortune of his father, which is con- 
servatively «stimated at $1,500,000. 

Had it not heen for an anonymous 
telegram, the deaths of Mr. and Mrs. 
Peck might yuickly have been forgot- 
ten, and the present investization might 
never nave heen started. Eut shortly 
after Peck’s bedy had been shipped to 
Grand Rapids, his son, Percy, who lives 
in that city, received this message:

Draft of Protocol.

No report has been made to Gen. 
Funston of a revolt at Torreon or in 
Fonora. Unofficial reports were that 
many of the troops in Scnora yesterday 
proclaimed themselves adherents of 
Villa. 

Gen. Funston today sent to Gen. Per- 
sting at Casas Grandes, orders to make 
earlier and more detailed reports of his 
cperations. It was not known here If 
ven. Pershing was at Casas Grances Fr 
farther south with one of the cavalry 
detachments. The latest report from 
him was that received yesterday. tell- 
ing of conditions last Monday. 

Whether the Seventh Cavalry had en- 
eountered and defeated a detachment 
of Villa's men near Namaquipa, as re- 
ported last night, was not known at 
teadquarters. 

Gen. Funston admitted that such an 
action probably had occurred. Less 
trouble was experienced with the wire- 
lees now, he said, but the field tele- 
graph wire had been rendered useless 
for the present. He admitted that the 
interruptions on that line had been 
caused by Mexicans cutting it at sev 
eral places south of Eepia. 

No additional troops have been asked 


for since the Fifth Cavalry and Twen- 
ty-fourth Infantry were ordered to the 
border. 

Gen. Funston is still anixous to wae 
the Northwestern Ralliway for the 
movement of supplies. The Quarter- 
master at Columbus reported that less 
dificulty is being met in moving sup- 
piles with the autormoblle trucks, bur 
staff officers regard such a method a» 
inadequate.

Trace of Villa Reported. 

A report from Gen. Pershing was re- 
ceived yesterday. but it dealt with al- 
fairs of last Monday, saying that it had 
been reported to him that Villa and the 
Carranza troops were engaged near 
Namiquipa.

PS IN MEXICO 


Sergeant Says Troopers 
Dust With Parched 
Eyes While Sun Is 


March Through Alkali 
Throats and Burning 
Almost Unbearable. 


EL PASO, Tex., March 23.—The first 
story of the hardships suffered by the 
American soldiers in their march across 
the Chihuahua desert was told here by 


Sergeant W. P. Harrison of the Thir- 
teenth Cavalry, when propped up in 
bed last night in the hospital where ke 
was taken on his arrival. 
‘‘We went in first,”” he said. “There 
was not any cheering. That stuff is 
bunk. Everybody was serious and not 
much was said. We all started off ata 
trot and at once the dust began to get 
thick. There wasn’t any air and the 
dust hung over the road. 

Alkali in Their Eyes. 
“The alkali got into our eyes and down 
our throats; it sifted into our shoes ar.d 
through our clothes. The sun was awful 
hot. We put wet handkerchiefs in %ur 
hats but it did not help much. Most of 
the fellows rode along with their eyes 
shut to keep out the dust. Many of the 
boys were half blind by noon. 
“My eyes began to itch. Then they 
felt as big as kettles and everything got 
dark. Then the headache would begin. 
“You should have seen the faces of 
the men after an hour or two. They 
were all dust and sweat. 

No One in Town, 

“When we got to Las ralomas we 
went right through the streets. ‘There 
was no one in the whole town. Aft the 
next town, Boca Grandes, there were 
three peons sitting in the sun. The 
rest of the place was like a grave. 
“Just outside of Boca Grandes we 
found the body of a cowboy who had 
been killed by Villa on his way to Co- 
lumbus. 
“Later some of the Sixteenth tried to 
bury him. The ground was too hard, 
so they just piled rocks on the body. 
“During the marches the boys stopped 
10 minutes every hour for rest. When 
the word was given they just dropped 
in their tracks into the road. No stop 
was made for dinner. It was just one 
steady hike. The infantry was strung 
out so that the detachments were a 
day’s march apart. That is the way 
they are going now. 
“We got no water from Columbus to 
Boca Grandes, 31 miles. The water in

Some of the revolutionary prociama- 
tions issued during the early stages of 
the rebellion demanded not only the 
abandonment of the monarchial plan, 
but the withdrawal from the presiden-) 
tial office of Yuan Shi Kai. It is be- 
lieved here that the immediate restora- 
tion of peace consequently will depend 
upon whether the latter demand is tu 
be pressed by the revolutionists, tor ‘\ 
is not conceived that Yuan, will sur- 
render his presidential office without a 
struggle. 

Press dispatches of yesterday an. 
nouncing the abandonment of the pro 
posed monarchy occasioned no grea‘ 
surprise, although there had been no re- 
port of the action, either to the State 
Department or the Chinese legation 
and recent official dispatches had not 
indicated that the step was imminent. 
The province of Yunnan, rebelling 
against the overthrow of the republic, 
for months has been maintaining its 
independence of the central Government 
and reports of revolt have come thick 
and fast from the southern districts. 

Powerful Outside Opposition. 

In addition to this state of affairs at 
home, Yuan has faced powerful opposi- 
tion to his plans from the outside. 
Great Britain, Japan and Russia have 
exerted pressure to prevent any gov- 
ernmental change at this time. 

Yuan had expected to prociaim the 
nonarchy and @scend the throaue before 
the beginning of the new year. ‘When 
the time came, however, it Was an- 
nounced that the proclamation had been 
postponed ‘ndefinitely and unofficially it 
was stated that there would be no 
change in the Government until the war 
was over. It was understood the pro:- 
rect of having China barred from the 
peace negotiations in which the “final 
disposition of Kiaochow will be dcter 
mined, was an important factor in in- 
“luencing the postponement. 

Yuan Virtually a Monarch. 

Since Yuan dissolved the Assembly he 
virtually has been exercising the powers 
of a monarch, but fn its relations with 
the outside world, China has ceased t») 
be a republic. The legation here still 
is accredited from the republic of China 
and the minister, Dr. Koo, acts in the 
name of the republic and the Presi- 
ent. 

The United States Government has 
played no part in the diplomatic ex- 
changes at Peking regarding the pro- 
rosed change.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 23.—Con- 
ferences were held here last night bv 
uctive leaders of the old Folk element 
of the Democratic party of the Stute 
for the purpose of trying to induce for- 
lier Gov.

The prime movers would not discuss 
the details of the plan, but gossip about 
the hotel corridors was that an effort 
would be made to have at least two of 
the nine candidates withdraw in favor 
of Folk. 

Long Conference Held. 

Early in the afternoon United States 
Subtreasurer Willard D. Vandiver, Johi 
©. Roberts of St. Louis and Frank P. 


\Valsh of Kansas City met at the 
Muehlbach Hotel and discussed the 
plans for several hours. After their 


meeting 2. telegram was sent to Folk at 
Washington. While the contents of this 
inessage were not made public, it is un- 
derstood the message gave details of 
aevelopments at the State convention, 
end urged Folk to get into the race. 

After the first conference Vandiver 
had a long consultation witn Chairman 
John M. Atkinson of the Public Service 
Commission, who also is a candidate. 

Vandiver and Atkinson were Folk men 
when Folk was a candidate for Govern- 
cr. It is the general talk ameng poli- 
ticians that neither can win the nomina- 
tion, and that Vandiver is the leader :n 
the present Folk movement. 

Vandiver announced his candidacy onlv 
after Folk, several weeks ago, sail he 
would not be a candidate. Vandiver ot 
a dinner attended bv several hundred 
WJemocratse in St. Louis two months age 
urged that all the candidates shouid 
withdraw and permit Folk to have the 
nomination. He declared that none cf 
the candidates had strenzth enough to 
cdtain a majority of the votes in a 
“Nemocratic primary, and that a cand#i- 
date who did not win the noniination bv 
a majority would not be a proper candi- 
dite to have in the general election. 

Vandiver, at that time, had nox 
rounced his candidacy. He said ice 
rrobably would be in the race if Foik 
“as not a candidate, but announced his 
willingness to remain out if Folk wo:'d 
enter. 

Vandiver May Withdraw. 


Shortly afterward Folk came to#*Miz<- 
s‘ouri and held many conferences with 
Vandiver and others of his friends. 


"shese resulted in a statement from Folk 
that he would not be a candidate, and 
Vandiver soon afterward announced his 
candidacy. 

The plan now under consideration is 
said to contemplate the withdrawal cf 
Vandiver and Atkinson. 

Vandiver, last night. would not admit 
‘ne conferences had to do with a pos- 
sible entry of Folk into the contest. 
“We merely discussed some political and 
campaign plans,’’ he said, in response + 
questions, adding, ‘“‘there is nothing of 
imimediate moment in them.”

that while Vandiver and Atkinson mizht 
withdraw in favor of Folk, it was ver, 
doubtful that any of the 
dates would. 
It is probable that either Vandiver or 
Roberts will go to Washington within :

NEW YORK, yee 23.—In an affi-

Middle West Leader's View. 

A Republican leader of the Middle 
West, who a few years ago was ambas- 
sador to one of the Fluropean courts, a 
lawyer and one of the party’’s wisest 
counsellors has been approached on the 
umalgamation plan by Progressives tn 
Chicago. He has consulted with party 
leaders here and has advised 
that it be rejected. 

“If we consent to this amalgatmation,” 
he writes, ‘‘we shail see the Progres- 
sives in the saddle while we shall be 
riding behind them.’’ 

In the belief of the Middle ‘Vestern 
man and politicians hera the Progres- 
sive proposal indicates simply that the 
Progressives want to harmonize on Col. 
Roosevelt as a can.lidate. They put it 
down as certain that the Progressive 
delegates admitted to thse Republican 
convention would vote for Col. Rvose- 
velt. These, together with delegates in- 
structed for Burton, Weeks, McCall and 
Cummins, who would vote for the Col- 
onel as second choics, probably would 
be enough to nominate. 


Republican Counter Proposal. 
A counter proposal of the Republicans 


is that the Progressives shall be con- 
sulted !n the matter of platferm, but 
not participate with votes in the nomi- 
nation of a candidate. Republican lea4- 
ers want their choice indorseed by 
Progressives, and they give the assur- 
ance that their choice will be a man the 
Progressives will approve of. 

As the Republican politician of the 
Middle West observes to his friends in 
this city: ‘You know there isn’t anv- 
thing much between us except the eanidi- 
cate, because I am informed the refer- 
endum and recall will not be mentioned.” 
Tt is estimated that 60 per cent of the 
Republican delegates are going to the 
convention with the determination 
prevent the nomination of Col. Roose- 
velt.

LONDON, March 23.—The War Of- 
fice has refused to exempt from army 
service a great many newspaper men 
and women who have been designated 
by the Newspaper Proprietors’ Asso- 
ciation of London as essential to the 
work of publishing the local papers. 

Art editors, photographers and 
dark-room operators are not consid- 
ered as editorial staff employes by 
the War Office and it refused to 
exempt them from military service. 
The same ruling was applied to all 
society editors, fiction editors, sport- 
ing editors and headline writers. Sub- 
editors (copy readers) were consid- 
ered more essential to the papers 
than anv of the other members of 
the staffs. 

“The general principle to be fol- 
lowed,” the War Office ruled, “is that 
the men to be exempted are serving 
some vital purpose during a time of 
war.”

Deals Put Through Likely to 
Cost Party at Least 
15,000 Votes. 


REACTIONARIES ARE BACK 


Federal Officeholders in Control 
of Many of Delegates 
From Cities.

State into the Republican column. 

W. D. Vandiver of St. Louls, one of 
the nine Democratic candidates for Gov- 
ernor, was unreserved in his criticism 
of the combination and said that he 
had never before witnessed such a dis- 
graceful scene in a State convention 
as a group of delegates hissing the men- 
tion of a Governor’s name, cheering the 
attacks made upon him by speakers in 
the convention and then voting to in- 
dorse him for Vice President. 

The convention brought into activity 
all®the reactionary elements of the 
Democratic party which were forced 
into the background years ago. The poli- 
ticlans who believe in the use of police, 
election and excise boards for the con- 
trol of elections were either all on the 
ground at the convention, working to 
put over the program of the combina- 
tion, or their trusted lieutenants were 
there. 


Federal Officeholders There. 
Many of the delegates to the conven- 


tion were chosen as the result of power 
gained through the use of such agen- 
cics. The power of a Federal officehold- 
ing machine was also felt in the State 
convention for the first time {in 20 years. 
Postmaster Selph of St. Louis was the 
only Federal officeholder of any note 
in the State who was not at St. Jo- 
seph pulling the political wires in the 
interest of the combination. 

The Internal Revenue office in St. 
Louis has been converted into a first- 
class political machine. George H. 
Moore, head of the office, has found 
jogs for numerous members of the Dem- 
ocratic City Committee, and these com- 
mitteemen, with their hand-picked dele. 
gations, were all at St. Joseph fighting 
hard to put Rumsey over for Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman, and for 
the indorsement of Major. A job had 
been found in the Internal Revenue of- 
fice just a few days before the State 
convention for John M. Tully, Demo. 
cratic City Committeeman from the 
Twenty-sixth Ward. 

Moore was at St. Joseph in command 
of his job-holding City Committeemen, 
who were, in turn, in command of their 
delegates. The delegates had been ev- 
lected at mass meetings, which, with 
the exception of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward, were not attended by more than 
fifty persons, and in some instances not 
more than 15. The delegations represent- 
ed nothing more than the committee- 
man, who, in turn, was representing the 
head of the Federal office in which he 
is employed.

Telephone Expenses and ‘‘Measured Service.”’ 
Te the Editer of the Post-Dispatch. 

I notice in an article published this morning 
that Mr. Frederick O. Ludlow, in charge of the 
Bell Telephone Co., 
suys: “It is a fact that the larger number of 
‘phones in service the greater the cost,” but fails 
to a@d that the income is greater in exactly the 
same ratio. Is it not also a fact that a com- 
pany doing $100,000 worth of tusiness with ex- 
penses of, say, 20 per cent, can do $150,000 of 
business with an increase of expense not to ex- 
coed & per cent, thus lowering the expenr: ac- 
count from 20 per cent to 16 2-3 per cent on the 
amount of business done?’ How can Mr. Lud- 
low expect to get away with such sophistry 
amongst business men? 

To those who are using “measured service” 
the additional amount of messages would be a 
saving, but to change from an unlimited service 
to the “measured service” would in nearly every 
case increase the cost from 26 per cent to 100 per 
cent over the old rate. 

Let any lawyer or business man who has had 
unlimited service at a cost of $78 per year and who 
accepts the new rate of $72 for 1800 messages do 
a little figuring. Excluding Sundays and holidays, 
there are 809 working Gays in the year, this 
would give him less than six calls a day, and 
users of telephones in business (if they will 
have their telephone attendant keep a record for 
10 Gays) will find that thetr calls will average 
about 18 to 18 calle a day. Now figure, if only 
15 calle a Gay were used it would mean an in- 
crease of nine calle a day or 2781 calls in the 
year, costing, at 8 cents a call, $83.43, which, add- 
e4 to $72, would make the cost of the phone 
$186.48 per year. Cut the extras to four calls a 
Gay and the cost would be $109.08 per year, 
againet $738 for unlimited one-party line. 

If Mr. Ladlow can show a great saving to the 
office and business men in the above statement 
of facts and figures, “I am from Missouri.” 

The users of telephones throughout the office 
and bueiness section of the city should enter a 
vigorous protest against such unjust charges 
and should indorse and demand that the bill now 
tefore the Aldermen be passed and put in effect 
at the earliest moment possible.

COLE YOUNGEE, PYPRODUCT OF WAR. 
Cole Younger, enemy of society, died with his 
boots off and in a bed and even in the odor of 
sanctity. His early career was only what war 
had made it. 
For war, which repeals the Golden Rule, leaves 
behind not only its ghastly array of the physical- 
ly disabled, but its exhibits of those mentally and 
morally maimed. In addition to industrial, finan- 
cial and social effects, our conflict had psycho- 
logical effects profoundly affecting the life of 
the nation for many years afterward. 
The James brothers, the Youngers, others of 
the Quantrell class of guerrillas, were only the 
more conspicuous and violent types of men on 
whom an influence of demoralization was ap- 
parent. Almost every community had at least 
one survivor who revealed in lesser ways an un- 
social deterioration in ideals and a loss of re- 
spect for the sanctity of life and property. 
The world is all the time showing a greater in- 
clination to make excuses for those who become 
offenders because of the injustices and general 
defects of the social system of peace. Shall we 
not be more inclined to make excuses for those 
who fall into error because of the war’s wholesale 
impairment of civilized standards? 
Our war, up to its time the greatest of modern 
conflicts, after all had as participants only a com- 
paratively small per cent of the total male pop- 
ulation. When we think of its byproduct in ont- 
lawry and depredation after the restoration of 
peace, how appalling appears the prospect of a 
similar byproduct after the close of the European 
war, fought by nations in arms! 

Our Youngers and Jameses were at least manly 
men. They robbed affluence and respectability,

ST. LOUIS SPEAKS OUT. 

The telegrams sent to President Wilson by the 
meeting of citizens called together by Albert Bond 
Lambert at the Jefferson Hotel were to the point. 
They urged President Wilson and the Missouri 
Senators and Representatives to support a naval 
program which will give the country a navy 
able to defend us against any other navy. It urged 
measures to provide an emergency army of not 
less than 250,000 regulars and not less than 1,000,- 
000 trained reserves. It urged as the ultimate and 
only Democratic measure which meets the needs 
of the country, universal compulsory military 
training and service. 

Congress is dallying with the subject of pre- 
paredness. The Hay bill is only an inefficient 
makeshift and the proposed Senate bill only a 
weak improvement on the House bill.

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OHINA A BEPUBLIC AGAIN. 

Old Yuan was first partial to the antique Manchu 
one-lunger, then turned to the latest republic 
model of 1913, then substituted the luxurious 
monarchy limousine, which developed grave de- 


delightedly selects the improved 12-cylinder re- 
public roadster. 

But it is to be noted in all changes in models, 
Yuan always insists on serving as chauffeur him- 
self. 

Prof. F. J. Goodnow and his other American 
advisers told Yuan that the republican form of 
government was not adapted to China’s needs and 
that its frequent changes in succession invited 
grave perils. It seems that exactly the reverse 
was true. The discontent and revolt caused by 
following their counsel spread until the coun- 
try’s dissolution was threatened. 

The new coup d’etat leaves these American gen- 
tlemen much discredited in China. Probably no- 
where in that country would they be very safe 
for some time to come and in vast areas their 
heads would be in imminent danger. It must be 
said that they did not add to their repute in 
this country by their “expert” advice. 

As a matter of fact, the federal principle com- 
bining centralized rule with a maximum of local 
self-government seems admirably suited to Chi- 
nese conditions. At any rate, with the republic 
typifying progress in the minds of the most ad- 
vanced Chinese reformers and the usurping mon- 
archy typifying reaction in all religious as well 
as civil affairs, the restoration of the republic at 
least has some promise of better things. 

But with the old republic under Yuan’s prest- 
dency destroyed, where does he get his certificate 
of election to serve as President of the new re- 
public? 


A ‘*PORK’’ ELIMINATION BILL. 

Congressman W. Frank James of Michigan, 
who won public approval and even the approba- 
tion of a majority of his own constituents when 
he opposed an unnecessary public building for 
his own town, has introduced a bill intended to 
put an end to wasteful appropriation of public 
money in the erection of such buildings. 
The bill provides that all public building bills 
shall be submitted to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for investigation and report as to whether the 
proposed buildings and sites are needed and the 
expenditure justified, and as to the lowest cost 
at which buildings found necessary may be erect- 
ed with economy and efficiency. The investiga- 
tion and report is to show population, postal re- 
ceipts, amount of business, and all other details 
with regard to the municipality where the pro- 
posed building is to be erected. The effect of 
such a report, of course, will be to defeat “pork” 
bills of this character, as the light of pub- 
licity would be cast upon such dishonest at- 
tempts to rob the nation’s treasury. 
We hope to see the bill pass by a sweeping ma- 
jority. In fact, the vote for it should be unani- 
mous. Surely no Congressman is willing to ad- 
vertise the fact that he is in favor of wasting the 
people’s money. 
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If we are to improve the civilization of Hurope, 
we may as well begin to polish our own a bit.

NEW YORK, March 23.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, Says: 

“Today's almost halt in the movement 
of prices on the Stock Exchange ap- 
parently indicated two things regar. ling 
Wall street’s m@od of the moment—its 
uncertainty as to the basis for the peace 
negotiation rumors and its almost equal 
uncertainty as to what would be the ac- 
tual response of financial markets, tak- 
en as a whole, to news that Germany's 
overtures were being considered. 

“The notion that peace.would 
unqualified disaster to all énvestmen< 
curities, lately rather prevalent, has cer.- 
tainly lost ground. But it has not been 
replaced by any positive convictions, ex- 
cept for continued belief that the specu 
lative war munitions shares would suf- 
fer. Those stocks, therefore, naturally 
move ina somewhat bewildered way, so 
long as any doubt remains of the atti- 
tude of Germany. The rest of the mar- 
ket perhaps shows more disposition to 
independent movement. 

The Mexican Situation.

cy. It is true that even profe ssional | 
speculators are, from repeated experi- 
ences, chary of attempting to discount 
the Mexican situation. Every previous 
effort in that direction has been ex- 
pensive; yet the Stock xchange insists 
that at some points, and on -the basis 
of some imaginable combination of 
events, Mexico should become a domi- 
nant influence. Today, however, it was 
difficult to discover anything but the 
wish to postpone activity. 

“Generally speaking, the 
trials’ tended to lower prices, 
standard investment shares 
clined to improve. But there were ex- 
ceptions in both quarters, and nist of 
the changes were unimportant. 

“The day’s general news contained 
little of interest. Exchange on London 
advanced a fraction; so did the rate on 
3erlin. But exchange moved sharply 
against Paris, touching 5.96%, as against 
5.98 on Monday. The year’s most un- 
favorable rate was last week’s 5.%. 

The Bank Statements. 

“The statements of the Banks of 
France and England seem to indicate 
transfer of gold from Paris to London 
during the week. The French bank 
loses $2,360,000 gold, while the English 
bank gains $4,200,000. In the case of the 
Bank of England, receipt of nearly $,- 
000,000 gold in bullion this past week, 
probably from the Transvaal, was off- 
set by upwards of $2,500,000 placed to the 
credit of Argentina, and by _ $1,600,000 
sent to Spain. 

“This week’s net gain raises the Bank 
of England’s gold reserve to a level 
exceeded, since the beginning of last 
November, only in the first and second 
weeks of the present month. In con- 
sequence of a simultaneous reduction of 
loans (they are now $118,500,000 less than 
a vear ago) the bank's ratio of reserve 
rises. to 284% per cent, -which is the 
highest percentage since November, 

“Different results are shown by the 
currency issue figures. As compared 
with this week of last year, the bank’s 
own note circulation is $6,000,000 lower, 
but of the currency notes.issued by the 
private banks under Government super- 
vision, $319,000,000 more were outstanding 
on the first of the present month than 
on March 1, 1915. They increased rapid- 
ly after the middle of February. 

“As for the Bank of France, its out- 
standing note circulation has increased 
$25,400,000 during the past week, $300,000,- 
000 since the beginning of the year, and 
$734,000,000 since this week in 1915. The 
last mentioned net increase has oc- 
curred in spite of the $200,000,000 reduc- 
tion of last November, effected as a 
result of the French Treasury's repay- 
ment, with the proceeds of the war 
loan, of a part of the bank’s previous 
advances to the Governn.ent.”’
